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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants arguments filed 9/6/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. Concerning the rejections under 1 12 2nd paragraph, the applicant makes the argument 
that although glycol ethers have a low surface tension the examiner has not demonstrated that 
glycol ethers lower the surface tension of water. 

3. The applicant cites benzene as a compound with low surface tension that is not a 
surfactant. The examiner agrees benzene is not a surfactant because it is not water-soluble. 

4. In response to this argument, the examiner has included a graph demonstrating the 
dramatic lowering of surface tension with respect to weight percent glycol ether. 

5. The graph shows pure water has a surface tension of 72 dynes/cm and with even minor 
additions of glycol ether (less than 10%) the surface tension drops to values ranging from 35-60 
dynes/cm. Clearly a significant reduction with only 10% glycol ether in an aqueous solution. 

6. Thus glycol ethers seem to meet every definition of surfactant provided by the applicant 
and their prior art. 

7. Concerning the VanEenam reference, the applicant argues that the solvents of VanEenam 
are water-soluble whereas the claims require the ester to be water-insoluble. The applicant's 
instant claims are drawn to a composition comprising the ester and the ketone. The applicant 
does not distinguish their composition by use of the phrase "water-insoluble." 

8. The applicant does define the ester using number of carbon atoms. Here the reference is 
spot on. A dimethyl ester of adipic acid meets these limitations. First "methyl" is a single 
carbon alkyl group as required. Second adipic acid is a carboxylic acid containing 6 carbon 
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atoms. Thus the compound inherently meets all functional properties required by the instant 
claim as the examiner has met all material properties required by the claim. 

9. Thus the applicant's argument concerning solubility is furthermore moot, as the instant 
claims do not require such limitations.
